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Robbery 
criminal 
may have 
to sell up 

A HOUSE which is co¬ 
owned by the ‘orchestrator’ 
of a bank robbery may have 
to be sold to help pay back ill- 
gotten gains. Shakeel Rafiq 
was jailed for 10 years in 
March after a court was told 
he was the ringleader of a 
raid at the Co-op bank in 
West Bromwich High Street. 

He was one of six robbers 
jailed for almost 60 years 
between them. 

At Birmingham Crown 
Court, the 31-year-old was 
effectively told to sell the 
house at Roebuck Lane, 
West Bromwich. That was so 
he could realise his half of 
the remaining equity in the 
property - £45,718.81. 

During a hearing held on 
Tuesday under the Proceeds 
of Crime Act, Judge Simon 
Drew QC made Rafiq subject 
to a confiscation order which 
will see him pay back 
£48,262 in total. If he does 
not pay the money back in 
six months, he faces another 
18 months in jail. 

Rafiq’s co-conspirator 
Mohammed Masud, 31, also 
of Roebuck Lane, West 
Bromwich, had recruited a 
London team for the raid. 

Masud got five years in 
March and was also ordered 
to pay back just £2,000, as 
that was all the money he 
had available. 

Masud was also made 
subject of a confiscation 
order, under which he has 
six months to pay or he will 
face an extra 40 days in jail. 

Baggies get

END OF ROAD FOR 
CAR FRAUDSTERS 


A GANG of fraudsters whose ‘professionally-run’ car¬ 
clocking racket duped dozens of unsuspecting cus¬ 
tomers have spent their first few days behind bars. 

Drivers who thought they were getting their hands on top quality bar¬ 
gains were actually buying vehicles that were worth no more than their 
scrap value. The cars had travelled tens of thousands of miles more than 
they believed. The four men involved in selling the cars with false or 
forged documents for at least £227,815 were locked up on Tuesday. 

A fifth defendant - a trainee solid-

tor - was handed a suspended prison 
sentence for her part in the ‘sophisti¬ 
cated’ fraud. 

The gang, which operated as Enzo Motors 
on Great Bridge Street, West Bromwich, 
and Netherton Motors on Halesowen Road, 
Netherton, would buy second-hand cars and 
take tens of thousands of miles off the 
odometer. They would also forge service 
books, MOT and HPI documents, and had 
acquired dealer service stamps during the 
fraud, which took place between December 

2009 and February 2011. 

Giving examples of their operation at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court, prosecutor 
Mr Mark Jackson said one VW Golf was 
bought in September 2010 with 129,000 
miles on the clock, before being sold four 
days later with 67,000 miles. 

It also had a fake MOT, service book and 
invoice, and fetched a profit of £1,500. 

Unravel 

The total profit made from the group’s 
illegal sales has not yet been calculated, and 
the amount of money each will need to pay 
back will be decided at a hearing in May. 

Mr Jackson said: “This was an extremely 
sophisticated and professionally-run fraud 
operation, with everything that these defen¬ 
dants needed to clock cars efficiently being 
readily available to them.” 

The complex fraud began to unravel 
when a complaint was made to Sandwell 
Council’s trading standards team in July 

2010 about a Vauxhall Astra clocked down 
from 138,000 to 58,000, bought from one of 
the defendants, Inderjit Sohal. 


four were responsible for selling clocked 
cars from Enzo and Netherton. The fifth 
defendant, Karmjit Sohal, did not sell cars 
at either premises, but appeared to have 
played a role in buying and advertising cars, 
and dealing with money. 

Inderjit Sohal, 26, from Sherlock Close, 
Willenhall, and Sundeep Shinh, 27, from 
Woodruff Way, Walsall, were both sentenced 
to 36 months in jail for pleading guilty to 
two charges of conspiracy to defraud. 

Pardeep Shinh, 33, from Tanacetum 
Drive, Walsall, was also given 36 months in 
prison after pleading guilty to one charge of 
conspiracy to defraud, even though Judge 
Mark Eades recognised he had less involve¬ 
ment. 

Jatinder Sandher, 28, from Brookfield 
Way, Tipton, was given a 32-month jail term 
after pleading guilty at the earliest opportu¬ 
nity to two charges of conspiracy to defraud. 
Meanwhile, Karmjit Sohal, 24, from Sher¬ 
lock Close, Willenhall, was given an 18- 
month sentence, suspended for two years, 
and 150 hours of unpaid work. She was 
found guilty of two counts of conspiracy to 
defraud following a trial in September. 

Mr Christopher Loach, defending Inder¬ 
jit Sohal, said it ‘would be wrong to assess 
the whole business as fraudulent and dis¬ 
honest’, as they were also selling legitimate 
cars ‘on a substantial basis’. 

Mr Stephen Blower, defending both 
Jatinder Sandher and Sundeep Shinh, said 
that neither had initially gone into the busi¬ 
ness on the basis that they were going to 
commit offences.

£2bn package to make 
most of HS2 is agreed 


A £2 BILLION package of transport schemes 
which includes the extension of the Midland 
Metro as well as bus and rail improvements in 
the West Midlands has been formally agreed. 

The Local Connectivity Package is aimed at secur¬ 
ing the maximum economic benefits from HS2. 

It includes extensions to 
the Midland Metro tram 
system in Birmingham and 
the Black Country, new and 
upgraded rail stations, 
opening up rail freight lines 
to passenger services and 
the electrification of other 
key rail routes. 

The package has now 
been ratified by the region’s 
new Integrated Transport 
Authority Shadow Board, 
and aims to enable the West 
Midlands to more than 
double the potential benefits 
of HS2 by connecting into 
the high speed rail line. 

Councillor Roger Lawr¬ 
ence, spokesman for the ITA 
Shadow Board, which is 
made up of the leaders of the 
seven West Midland coun¬ 
cils, said: “HS2 offers a once 
in a lifetime opportunity for 
our region and we intend to 
grab it with both hands.” 

The £320m already sec¬ 
ured will be used to extend 
the Midland Metro tram 
from St George’s in Wolver¬ 
hampton to the city’s rail 
station and from Birming¬ 
ham New Street to Cente¬ 
nary Square. 

Other schemes in the 
Local Connectivity Package 
include improvements on 
the Snow Hill lines, the 
introduction of rail passen¬ 
ger services on the Camp 
Hill line, Metro tram exten¬ 
sions from Wednesbury to 
Brierley Hill and through 
Birmingham’s Eastside dis¬ 
trict to the city’s HS2 station 
and a rapid transit link 
between the HS2 station at 
the airport/NEC and Coven¬ 
try.

user. Space for 61 cars and 
storage for 59 bikes is also 
included in the proposals. 

A residents’ parking 
scheme could also be 
brought into force to 
prevent any problems with 
commuters parking. 

A report submitted with 
the application said: “The 
proposed scheme is designed 
to provide opportunities for 
council tenants currently 
occupying houses too large 
for their needs.”

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Life term 
begins for 
terrorist 
Lapshyn 

SELF-STYLED white-sup¬ 
remacist terrorist Pavlo 
Lapshyn has begun his life 
sentence for murder and tar¬ 
geting mosques in the Black 
Country with explosives - 
including one in Sand well. 

Following his sentence at 
the Old Bailey last Friday, 
during which Judge Nigel 
Sweeney ordered him to ser¬ 
ve a maximum of 40 years, 
shocking video camera foot¬ 
age was released showing 
how the 25-year-old Ukrain¬ 
ian taught himself to make 
and detonate explosives. 

The film shows him train¬ 
ing in a forest, believed to be 
in Ukraine. He blows up a 
tree before proudly turning 
the camera on himself as he 
goes to examine the damage. 

He would go on to use a 
similar device in his most 
serious attack at Kanz-ul- 
Iman mosque in Tipton, 
where he packed hundreds 
of nails in a bomb. 

He also targeted Walsall’s 
Aisha Mosque in Rutter 
Street, Caldmore on June 21 
when he planted explosives 
in a child’s lunchbox and 
placed a bomb on a round¬ 
about near Wolverhampton 
Central Mosque. 

The outrages followed the 
murder of 82-year-old Moh¬ 
ammed Saleem, just five 
days after Lapshyn entered 
the country on April 29. 
Lapshyn admitted murder¬ 
ing Mr Saleem, causing an 
explosion on July 12 and 
engaging in conduct in pre¬ 
paration of terrorist acts bet¬ 
ween April 24 and July 18.

Mother tells of shock gas 
blast which shook house 


A FAMILY are counting their blessings 
after a shock gas explosion at their home 
which lifted the bathroom roof. 

An investigation is now under way after 
the incident on Beakes Road in Bearwood. 

Sarah Taylor, aged 22, was at home with 
her two young children, eight-year-old 
niece, mother, sister and friend, when the 
‘scary’ explosion shook the house on 
Monday night. 

Two engineers were working on the boiler 
in the kitchen at the property in Beakes 
Road, Bearwood, when Ms Taylor com¬ 
plained that she could smell gas, at around 
6.30pm. 

She said: “The next moment we heard a 
big bang, the window in the living room 


smashed, a vase fell off, and we just ran 
outside. It was really scary, and loud - our 
neighbours down the road have told us they 
heard it. ” Luckily no-one was harmed but 
her two children, four-year-old Darntay and 
Shakir a, aged six, were shaken. 

She added: “It wasn’t until around 9pm 
when we got back into the house that I saw 
the damage - the bathroom roof had lifted 
off, and it also blew part of the wall over on 
the front drive.” 

The Health and Safety Executive said it 
was investigating. Narinder Verm, propri¬ 
etor of Compass Properties which rents the 
house to Ms Taylor, said the work was part 
of the Government’s Green Deal, to make 
homes more energy efficient. 


Jail for man who tried to 
spend counterfeit money 


A MAN who tried to spend eight fake £20 
notes and assaulted two couriers has been 
jailed for 15 months. Nigel Clemmet was 
caught with the counterfeit money after 
trying to spend it in Wolverhampton’s 
Mander Centre on May 8. 

Prosecutor Mr Paul Reid told Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court a shopkeeper had 
rejected the money and a description of 54- 
year-old Clemmet, from Derwent House, 
Badsey Road, Oldbury, was issued to secu¬ 
rity leading to him later being arrested. 

In a separate offence, on July 8, Clemmet 
called appliances company BrightHouse to 
collect his television, as he was not happy 
with the way it was functioning. 

Mr Reid told the court that as Clemmet 
was aggressive on the phone, the company 


sent two employees to his house. When 
Clemmet answered the door, he had a wheel 
brace, which he put it up to the face of one of 
the workers so it was touching his nose. He 
also grabbed one of them by the neck. 

Mr Reid said: “He told them not to call the 
police, saying ‘one call and I will have you 

At earlier hearings Clemmet had pleaded 
guilty to three charges, having in his control 
something he believed to be counterfeit as 
well as possession of an offensive weapon and 
common assault. Sentencing him to a total of 
15 months in prison, Recorder Bright quoted 
a previous court case and said: “The Court of 
Appeal has observed that those who try to 
use counterfeit money ‘undermine the whole 
economy of the country’.”

A COUPLE who had kept puppies 
in cages without heating or water 
flouted a lifetime ban on keeping 
animals less than eight months 
after it was imposed. 

Neil and Debbie Harper were dis¬ 
qualified from keeping animals after 
each pleaded guilty to 14 charges of 
animal cruelty and one charge of 
running an illegal pet shop in October 
last year. 

The pair had kept the puppies in cages 
without heating or water next to their TVJ 
while attempting to sell them to the public 
from their home. 

They were hauled before the courts after

an extensive investigation into the commer¬ 
cial selling of puppies who were dealt with in 
a ‘brutal’ way. 

Officials swooped on their home in 
Marnham Road, West Bromwich, for a 
second time earlier this year after receiving 
a tip-off. 

The couple were found with three dogs 
and two cats, breaching the ban. 

At Sandwell Magistrates’ Court yester¬ 
day, Mr Harper, aged 46, and his 30-year-old 
wife pleaded guilty to breaching the banning 
order on six occasions from February 1 to 
May 14. 

The court was told that in May, the 
RSCPA and police carried out a search using 


a warrant on the couple’s home, finding 
three dogs and two cats, which were discov¬ 
ered caged. 

When they were being interviewed, both 
Mr and Mrs Harper said they did not believe 
they were breaching their order. They 
claimed the animals belonged to Mrs 
Harper’s father. 

Depression 

Mr Omar Sadique, defending, said the 
pair had not fully understood the banning 
order when it was read out in court. 

He said the couple had been married for 
11 years and said Mrs Harper, who also 
pleaded guilty to a breach of a suspended 
sentence, suffered from depression. 

Magistrates gave the pair a 16-week 


prison sentence each, suspended for a year 
because of the family situation and Mrs 
Harper’s health. 

Mr Harper was also ordered to do 200 
hours’ unpaid work. Mrs Harper received a 
12-month supervision order which included 
a spell at an activity centre for vulnerable 
women. The pair were also each both 
ordered to pay £200 court costs and £80 
victim surcharge. 

Speaking about their sentences last 
October, Mr Dingle Clark, prosecuting, 
said: “The prosecution came from an exten¬ 
sive investigation into the selling of puppies 
who were dealt with in a brutal way.” 

The RSPCA said at the time it wanted to 
send out a message that people found mis¬ 
treating animals would face ‘stiff penalties’.

“Mrs Bercow wishes and hopes that as a result of this 
matter other Twitter users will behave more responsi¬ 
bly.” Some hope.

Court order for man, 35, £ 2 , 800 fineforlorrydriver 
found with 8-inch blade who failed to take breaks 


A MAN who admitted carrying a 
kitchen knife with an eight-inch 
blade has been handed a community 
order. Andrew Holyland, of Arden 
Road, Smethwick, appeared at Wolv¬ 
erhampton Crown Court last week. 

Mr Mark Rees, prosecuting, said 
officers were called to reports of a 
man carrying a knife in Parkes 
Street, Smethwick, at 10pm on 
August 19. Holyland was at the 
scene when officers arrived and they 
told him to put his hands against a 
wall, but instead he started to walk 


towards them. Mr Rees said officers 
told the 35-year-old that they had 
Tasers and to get on the ground. 

Mr Rees said Holyland was hand¬ 
cuffed, arrested and taken to the 
olice station where he told officers 
e had taken a walk to clear his head. 

Holyland admitted possessing a 
knife in a public place at a previous 
court hearing. Holyland was given a 
12-month community order, with a 
supervision requirement, and 
ordered to pay a £60 victim sur¬ 
charge. 


A LORRY driver who failed to take 
long enough breaks while driving a 
32-ton truck has been fined £2,800. 

Richard Peter Hughes was travel¬ 
ling from Ettingshall in Wolver¬ 
hampton to West Bromwich when he 
was stopped as part of routine 
checks. After checking a tachograph, 
which is used to monitor when a 
vehicle stops, inspectors found evi¬ 
dence of a number of occasions he’d 
also driven for longer than the legal 
four-and-a-half hour limit. 

Wolverhampton Magistrates’ 


Court was told by Miss Hazel Lloyd, 
prosecuting, that on one date, 
records showed he’d been at the 
wheel for almost seven hours taking 
only a 20-minute break. Miss Lloyd 
also said that Hughes had failed to 
record data correctly. 

Hughes, aged 50, of Wyedale 
Croft, Beighton, Sheffield, pleaded 
guilty to eight charges. Magistrates 
fined Hughes £2,800 and ordered 
him to pay £254 in court costs. He 
was also told to pay a victim sur¬ 
charge of £35. 


Patient became gravely 
ill just six days after op 


A MAN developed bronchopneumo¬ 
nia six days after an operation on his 
bowel, an inquest heard, prompting 
his family to call for answers on the 
care that he was given. 

Josiah White, of Queensway, Oldbury, was still 
active at the age of 86, doing his own gardening 
and shopping, the inquest at Smethwick Council 
House heard. 

He was, however, diagnosed with an intussus¬ 
ception of his bowel - where one part had slid into 
another - on August 4. The retired rail worker 
had an operation where part of it was removed on 
August 6. 

The hearing was told Mr White was doing well 
until August 12, but his temperature then 
dropped suddenly and he later died at Sandwell 
General Hospital. 

A post-mortem examination revealed the cause 
of death was multiple organ failure due to bron¬ 
chopneumonia he developed after the operation. 

Martin Carey, who is a consultant pathologist 
at the Queen Elizabeth Hospital Birmingham and 
carried out the post mortem, said Mr White had 
chronic cysts in his kidneys and had previously 
had prostate surgery. 

The recent operation would also have reduced 
Mr White’s capacity to cope with an infection as 
an abdominal wound would have made it painful 
to cough and clear his pathways, Mr Carey told 
the inquest. 

Input 

Mr White’s daughter Janet Emson said the 
family had ‘severe concerns about his aftercare’. 

She said: “The aftercare was reactive and not 
proactive. Obviously a gentleman of his age would 
have needed extra input and what we found was 
things were going completely wrong. Following 
his death there was an initial shock but now we’re 
level-headed we want to know what was going on. 

“He developed hypothermia and had been 
saying he was chilly. If he had regular observa¬ 
tions that would have been observed. 

“It was a member of the public that noticed he 
had degenerated and they told a member of staff. 

Black Country Senior Coroner Robin Balmain 
adjourned the hearing to find out more about Mr 
White’s care. A spokeswoman for Sandwell and 
West Birmingham Hospitals NHS Trust said: “As 
yet, the trust has not been contacted for reports 
by the coroner. Because of this no incident or risk 
reports have been made. “As concerns regarding 
one of our patient’s care has been raised at the 
inquest, the Trust will now work with the coroner 
to investigate Mr White’s care.” 


Amanda’s messy house message 
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Vicar’s wife, Amanda Robbie, is launching her first book The Ministry of a Messy House 


A VICAR’S wife is hoping to spread the message 
that people cannot expect to be perfect, after the 
release of her first published book. 

Amanda Robbie, wife to Rev Neil Robbie at 
Holy Trinity Church on Burlington Road, West 
Bromwich, is hoping to encourage Christians to 
‘keep going’ with her first book The Ministry of 
a Messy House. 

The mother of three says expectations are that 
Christians are perfect, but she wants to tell 
everyone that it is fine not to be. Mrs Robbie, 46, 
writes a blog entitled The Vicar’s Wife, and 
posted one piece with the same name as the book 
which received a lot of feedback. She said: “I 
wrote a blog post about that, on the outside, I had 
been very confident, but a friend warned me 
some people might find me intimidating. 


“A friend did say that when she first met me 
she found me a bit intimidating, but then later 
she saw my house. A lot of people resonated with 
that blog post, about feeling they ought to be 
perfect but not being so.” 

Mrs Robbie said she is hoping to encourage 
Christians to do the small things, and not worry 
about making grand and perfect gestures. She 
added: “Good things are worth trying to do even 
if we are not the best at it. 

“Sometimes they don’t want to try and I want 
to encourage them to give things a go. It’s worth 
reading the Bible for five minutes even if you 
think you ought to be doing it for an hour.”

The design of the hub was 
developed by staff, patients, 
carers, commissioners and 
voluntary organisations 
including Edward Street 
Hospital League of Friends. 

Karen Dowman, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of the Black Country 
Partnership NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust, said: “The Light¬ 
house project will be a 
beacon of hope and support 
for people with dementia 
and their families.”

A TEENAGER who snat¬ 
ched a gold necklace worth 
up to £3,000 from around a 
woman’s neck while her hor¬ 
rified children watched has 
been locked up.

Angry residents can't see the wood for trees

THEY tower over homes and leave 
houses in the dark. And now residents 
are calling for action over the trees, 
which overshadow their homes in a 
Black Country street. 

Kerry Stevens has complained about 
the looming trees at the front of her 
house in Harrowby Drive, Tipton. 

The 42-year-old mother of two is 
scared to walk down the pathway at 
night and the trees block any natural 
light to the extent it is pointless putting 
her washing out to dry on a line outside. 

She added that leaves are currently 
falling from the trees and make the 
walkway to her front door slippery and 
dangerous, as well as blocking her 


gutters. She added that the foliage 
attracts a host of ‘creepy crawlies’ 
around her home. 

Miss Stevens, who has been in the 
house since June, said: “I have spoken to 
my local councillor Ian Jones and an 
officer at Sandwell Council to ask what 
they could do. I can’t afford to do any 
work to the trees myself. I don’t own the 
land. 


Washing 


“It would cost a fortune to get someone 
out to cut this. Whoever has planted 
these trees should have to maintain 
them. At the moment I can’t even peg up 
my washing to dry because I never get 
any sunlight due to the trees. 


“I have to keep going round to my 
mum’s house to put my washing out 
there,” she said. She added that the trees 
also cause problems for neighbouring 
homes. 

Sandwell Councillor Ian Jones, for 
Tipton Green ward, said he ‘had sympa¬ 
thy’ for her plight but the ownership of 
the land in which the trees are rooted 
was not certain. 

The authority does own land behind 
the trees in Peel Street, which has lain 
empty for around 30 years since the dem¬ 
olition of homes there, but ‘active discus¬ 
sions’ are under way with a developer to 
take on the site, said Councillor Jones. 


Joy for health chiefs as trust 
gets high ranking on safety 


HEALTH chiefs at the trust that runs Sandwell 
and Rowley Regis Hospitals have been cele¬ 
brating this week after it has been ranked 
among the higher bands of a new UK-wide 
league table. 

Analysis by the Care Quality Commission (CQC) 
regulator found 44 trusts with the most serious level 
of concern, including higher than expected death 


rates among patients. 

Trusts were placed in six 
bands, with band one consid¬ 
ered high risk and band six 
the lowest. 

Sandwell and West Birm¬ 
ingham Hospitals NHS 
Health Trust, which also 
runs City Hospital in Birm¬ 
ingham, was placed in band 
four. 

A total of 161 acute trusts 
across England were exam¬ 
ined by the CQC against 
more than 150 indicators, 
with 44 placed in band one. 

Following a round of 
detailed CQC inspections, 
trusts will be given Ofsted- 
style school ratings of out¬ 
standing, good, requires 
improvement and inade¬ 
quate. 

Achieving 

Bosses at Sandwell and 
West Birmingham Hospi¬ 
tals NHS Trust said they 
were pleased with their 
ranking. 

Toby Lewis, chief execu¬ 
tive, said: “The trust wel¬ 
comes the publication of 
this data, as details are 
developed of the new 
inspection regime.” 

He added: “As with any 
system of performance 
assessment, all of us would 
wish to be achieving the 
highest band, and we will 
work extremely hard to 
achieve and maintain that 
mark. 

“We are pleased that the

vast majority of the 1.5 
million face to face appoint¬ 
ments we have with 
patients every year are not 
subject to any concerns 
arising from this informa¬ 
tion.” 

Elsewhere in the Mid¬ 
lands, trusts in Mid-

were placed in band four, 
while the Royal Wolver¬ 
hampton NHS Trust was in 
band five and Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust 
placed in band six. 

The CQC’s chief inspec¬ 
tor of hospitals Professor 
Sir Mike Richards, said: “As 
a doctor, I liken intelligent 
monitoring to a screening 
test; our inspection com¬ 
bined with intelligent moni¬ 
toring provides the 
diagnosis, following which 
we make a judgment, which 
will in turn lead to action. 

“Our intelligent monitor¬ 
ing helps to give us a good 
picture of risk within trusts, 
showing us where we need 
to focus our inspections. 

“We aim to publish the 
results at regular intervals. 
They will provide the basis 
for constant contact with 
NHS hospitals and other 
NHS organisations, and 
may lead to inspections in 
response to particular 
issues.

The fighter eventually died in 
Wolverhampton, aged 62, and was 
buried in St John’s Churchyard in 
Kates Hill, Dudley. A statue stands in 
Tipton to honour his memory, yards 


away from the Fountain Inn pub, 
which was once his headquarters. 
Over the years it has been claimed 
that Perry’s bones were dug up from 
his Kates Hill grave and then buried 
again under the statue in Tipton, 
after being stolen in 1992. 

Two years ago, Oldbury author 
Martin Collinson wrote a book about 
the boxer under the alias Perry 
Beauchamp, claiming to be part of the 
secretive group who removed Perry’s 
remains.

Watson calls for 
focus on bookies 

GAMBLING machines in 
bookies that allow people 
to stake hundreds of 
pounds a minute should be 
banned, an MP has said. 

Tom Watson called for 
the Prime Minister to take 
action. The West Brom¬ 
wich East MP said: “Fixed 
odds betting machines 
allow the user to stake 
£100 every 20 seconds for 
up to 13 hours a day. They 
have transformed the local 
bookies from places where 
you can have a flutter on 
the horses into high street 
digital casinos. 

“Will the PM consider 
banning these addictive 
machines as has recently 
happened in Ireland?” 

David Cameron replied: 
“I do think it is worth 
having a proper look at 
this issue.” 

Ceremony set to 
mark £12.5m site

take place next month to 
mark the completion of a 
new £12.5 million leisure 
centre. 

The final brick of the 
new West Bromwich 
centre in Moor Street will 
be laid at a topping out cer¬ 
emony on November 20 in 
front of the council’s 
cabinet members.

THERE was the usual weather 
warning on the BBC Midlands 
news on Monday morning, after 
the region was hit by a bit of wind 
and a few hours of rain. 

“People are advised to only 
travel in the rush hour if they really 
have to,” was the solemn 
message from the newsreader. 
Only if they really have to? As 
opposed to all the people who 
head out at 7am on a wet 
October morning because they 
fancy a drive? 

The only reason anybody goes 
out in the rush hour is because 
they have to, and the BBC and 
Met Office should just come 
clean, and say exactly what they 
mean. Which is: “If you work in 
certain public sector jobs, you 
can take the day off.” 

FIGHTING back from accusa¬ 
tions that Wolverhampton is a 
city in decline, town planners 
unveiled their latest vision for the 
Princess Street area. Which 
looks remarkably like Princess 
Street does now, only with a 
traffic ban. 

So let's get this right. The best 
way to bring people into our ailing 
towns and cities is by making 
them more difficult to get to. 

And there was me thinking that 
the reason why shoppers are 
flocking to out-of-town retail 
parks is because people can 
drive right up to the shops, and 
stay for as long as they want, 
without fear of being hassled by 
zealous officials in ridiculous uni¬ 
forms. 

Well here’s a mad suggestion. 
Why don’t our town planners take 
a leaf out of the out-of-town 
centres, and try making it easier 
for motorists? 

For example, instead of pedes- 
trianising Princess Street, why 
don’t they get rid of some of the 
wide footpaths, and create a few 
extra spaces where people can 
park outside the shops? 

And why not create a bit of 
extra free, short-stay parking, in 
some of the existing pedestri¬ 
anised areas? For what it’s worth, 
I think some of the flak that 
Wolverhampton has been 
copping over the last few months 
is grossly unfair. 

More than that, I am a passion¬ 
ate supporter of our town 
centres, and think the trend 
towards out-of-town shopping is 
one of the most depressing and 
corrosive changes to our com¬ 
munities over the last 20 or so 
years. 

But when we have local author¬ 
ities who think the answer is to 
keep traffic away from our towns, 
it really is hard to see how they 
can fight back. 


Museum puts Balaclava back in spotlight after 40 years 

Ex-mayor’s medals 
link to historic battle 


A fantastic slice of military 
history will be on show 
after war medals went 
missing for decades 

FOUR medals awarded to a 
former Mayor of Wed- 
nesbury who fought in the 
Charge of the Light 
Brigade are to go back on 
display at Wednesbury 
Museum and Art Gallery 
after going ‘missing’ for 
nearly 40 years. 

John Ashley Kilvert was blown 
off his horse in the charge during 
the battle of Balaclava and was 
treated for his injuries by Flo¬ 
rence Nightingale. 

The medals went missing when the 
borough of Sandwell was formed in 1974. 
Museum staff thought they had gone 
forever until recently when they were 
contacted by Birmingham auction house 
Fellows to say they had them. 

They had been submitted for auction 
by 94-year-old Mrs Joyce Hands from 
Walsall, who was selling her late 
husband Walter’s medal collection. 

He had bought the medals more than 
20 years ago unaware they belonged to 
Sandwell Council. It is believed they had 
changed hands several times before he 
bought them in all innocence. 

Delighted 

Once this was explained to Mrs Hands 
she immediately agreed to donate the 
medals back to the museum. 

Sandwell Council deputy leader Coun¬ 
cillor Mahboob Hussain says: “It was a 
wonderful gesture by Mrs Hands and we 
are delighted the medals are safely back 
in the council’s hands where they can be 
proudly displayed once again.” 

On being discharged from the Army, 
Mr Kilvert settled in Coventry where he 
married and had a son George. But when 
his wife died he moved to Wednesbury 
where he married again. 

He lived in Union Street where he 
opened a pawnbrokers business. Mr 
Kilvert entered public service where he 
was elected to the town council in 1886 
and served in a number of positions. 

His second wife died in 1900 and fol¬ 
lowing his son’s death in 1902 he sold his 
business and moved to 13 Pritchard 
Street, naming his new home Balaclava 
House after the famous battle. 

In 1905 Alderman Kilvert, as he was 
then, became Mayor of Wednesbury. He 
retired from public office the following 
year and died on October 17, 1920, aged 
87.

IMMORTALISED in a famous picture and poem, 
the Battle of Balaclava is one of the most noted 
battles of all time, despite being a minor skirmish 
during the Crimean War. 

The date of the battle, which marked its anniversary 
last week, October 25,1854, caught the imagination of 
generations of anti-war commentators as a leading 
example of futile heroics. 

The Russians overran Turkish outposts advancing 
towards the port of Balaclava, but the British response 
was late after a number of false alarms in the past. 

Two cavalry brigades, a ‘thin red line’ was spread 
over a mile of terrain, putting up a defence which was 
remarkable considering they were so outnumbered. 

The Russians retreated to the strategically safer high 
ground. Meanwhile Russian horse soldiers were moving 
over the Causeway Heights towards the British, spark¬ 
ing six squadrons of heavy cavalry to seem them out, 


and, amazingly, seeing off the larger force. The retreat¬ 
ing cavalry was vulnerable to attack from the British 
Light Brigade, commanded by Major General the Earl of 
Cardigan, who in turn reported to his brother-in-law, 
whom he disliked intensely, the Earl of Lucan. 

It is thought that this hatred may have contributed to 
the tragic miscommunication which saw the Light 
Brigade attack the routed Russian cavalry in the valley 
behind the Causeway Heights, rather than the retreat¬ 
ing horse soldiers. 

Well positioned artillery and heavily armed battalions 
outmatched the 673 soldiers who were armed with 
nothing more than pistols and sabres. 

Running over low ground, sustaining fire from three 
sides -“cannon to the right of them, cannon to the left 
of them, cannon in front of them”, according to the 
poem by Alfred Lord Tennyson - there were just 195 sur¬ 
vivors, of which Corporal Kilvert was one, in the 11th 
Hussars.

Six of the best for dealing 
with community problems

THE results are in for Sandwell’s 
Safer 6 campaign which saw police 
and other agencies crack down on 
problems in the community over a six 
week period. 

Police made four arrests in Wednes¬ 
bury - including two following a drugs 
raid in which officers seized more 
than 60 cannabis plants. 

And during the third week of the 
campaign, from October 14 to 20, 
council wardens issued two £75 fines 
for dog fouling and got an abandoned 
vehicle removed. Trading standards 
officers also seized 49 bottles of sus¬ 
pected illegal booze. 

Safer 6 involves the fire service, 
council, police, probation and many 
partners working together to provide 
targeted action and community safety 
work during the darker nights. Also 
Dogs Trust workers micro-chipped 76 
dogs for free at Brunswick Park - one 
of several sessions the charity is 
holding during the campaign. 


Police carried out speed checks at 
several places, including in Hill Top, 
by Siddons Way, where they stopped 
the 56 vehicles. The fire service also 
took part in this operation, giving 
advice on road safety. 

Sandwell Crime Prevention Panel 
gave out 54 home safety packs and 20 
purse bells and postcoded 18 mobile 
phones during an information event 
at Morrisons, Wednesbury. 

The council’s Youth Bus was out at 
Dial Lane, Bilston Road and in Friar 
Park, providing activities and online 
safety advice for 11 to 19-year-olds. 
And 13 young people visited Wednes¬ 
bury Police Station to learn about the 
criminal justice system. 

Organisations are working with the 
community to identify issues, tackle 
crime and anti-social behaviour, clean 
up ‘grot spots’ and promote crime pre¬ 
vention.

Experts on 
migrants to 
be situated 
in stations 

THREE immigration experts 
have been stationed in police 
stations in the West Midlands 
full-time to cut the costs of 
regular call-outs to deal with 
criminals, it has emerged. 

The UK Border Agency is tri¬ 
alling the scheme because its immi¬ 
gration enforcement officers were 
being called out so often from its 
Solihull base. 

Police in Smethwick say the scheme is 
helping in the fight against shoplifters 
at the Windmills retail park, on Cape 
Hill. The other two Border Agency offi¬ 
cers are based in Birmingham and 
Coventry. The pilot scheme has seen 32 
foreign national offenders detained for 
removal from the UK since it began in 
June, the agency said. 

There are no extra costs because the 
officers are already employed by the ag¬ 
ency. By basing the experts in police sta¬ 
tions, savings can be made in travel 
costs. 

An agency spokesman said: “Where 
immigration enforcement officers are 
based in police stations they can run real 
time immigration checks on individuals 
brought in for a crime to establish if they 
are here illegally. They can also provide 
support if it is discovered that arrested 
foreign nationals are in the UK illegally. 

“This is not about targeting specific 
communities and is not specific to the 
West Midlands. It is aimed at maximis¬ 
ing intelligence through smarter ways of 
working, and using immigration powers 
on those who seek to commit crime and 
damage communities. 

“Where we find individuals have no 
right to be in the UK, we will take steps 
to remove them.”

Moving tales of childhood poverty 
while world enjoyed Swinging 60s 


THE 1960s may have been 
swinging and affluent for 
many but for a significant 
minority they were years of 
poverty. 

John Fisher was one of those who 
experienced poverty at first hand 
and he has written a moving yet 
unsentimental account of the prob¬ 
lems he and his siblings faced in the 
Black Country in the 1960s. 

Finding Thomas is the true story 
of three young brothers living in the 
midst of squalor, neglect and depri¬ 
vation and who were then suddenly 
separated, seemingly forever. 
Although they were torn apart, 
John held fast to a dream of finding 
his younger brother Thomas. 

It was a search that spanned four 
decades and which ‘uncovered dark 
secrets, unbelievable discoveries 
and much more’ than he antici¬ 
pated. John honestly tells of the dif¬ 
ficult childhood he had with his 
parents. They often fought and sep-

arated, with the result that he and 
Stephen, the next brother to him, 
were placed in foster homes. 

However, in September 1962 
their parents were reconciled. They 
were living at 25 Pitman Street, in 
Kates Hill, Dudley, whence they had 
been moved after their eviction 
from a modern flat in Hillcrest 
Road. 

John explains how he and 
Stephen were discharged from care 
and allowed to go back to their 
parents and their baby brother 
Thomas. The next 12 months were 
to be the most traumatic of his life. 

John takes up the story: “Pitman 
Street was without any shadow of a 
doubt a slum. One side of the street 
was full of empty houses, vacated 
many years before. The fact that we 
had been evicted from the flat and 
placed here was I think a last resort 
on behalf of the council and Social 
Services to house us and keep the 
family together. 


“The house was a two bedroom 
property. All the houses were joined 
together, about 30 each side, 
running top to bottom of the street. 
At the rear they were separated into 
blocks of four. Our block had an 
entrance at the rear, which came in 
really handy at times, especially if 
the truancy officer called, we could 
scarper out the back. 

Derelict 

“No electricity existed in the 
house, light was obtained by means 
of lighting gas mantles situated on 
the walls. The only form of enter¬ 
tainment came by means of a radio, 
which I assume was battery- 
powered. The house was cold and 
damp, a miserable place to live. My 
mother, father and Thomas shared 
one bedroom, Stephen and I the 
other, even these didn’t have doors. 

“One day Stephen and I went 
into one of the derelict houses oppo¬ 
site. We found our way to the wash¬ 
house and we climbed up onto the 
board covering the basin and got 


hold of a piece of string. Above 
the basin was a kind of beam 
which I presume was for hanging 
the washing on when it came out 
of the tub. 

“I tied the piece of string to the 
beam and made a noose from the 
other end. At some point Stephen 
tried to jump off the basin onto 
the floor but got caught up in the 
noose around his neck, the board 
gave way underneath him and he 
hung precariously swinging with 
the noose around his neck, going 
blue in the face. 

“I realised there was little I 
could do, or maybe I just simply 
panicked, anyway, fortunately at 
that time my mother was at 
home. I ran across the street to 
tell her what had happened. 

“She ran across to rescue him 
and pull him down. Had she not 
been at home that day, which 
would not have been uncommon, 
I feel certain Stephen would not 
be here today. 

“Adjacent to the house there 


was a disused yard. One day we 
decided to climb over and investi¬ 
gate. We came across a number of 
boxes, being inquisitive we 
decided to remove one or two and 
take a look inside. 

“Having got them open we dis¬ 
covered they contained hundreds 
of bullets, bright brass coloured 
shells. Anyway, being totally 
naive we took them to an area 
away from the house and began 
to hit the ends of them with 
bricks, obviously to see if they 
were ‘live’. 

“Someone must have seen us 
in the yard nicking this stuff and 
the police arrived. They ques¬ 
tioned us as to where we got these 
bullets from and removed them. I 
never did discover if they were 
‘live’ or not, I guess had the police 
not arrived when they did we 
might have found out!”

Mosque plan 
for church is 
thrown out 

PLANS to turn a former Victo¬ 
rian Methodist church into a 
mosque and community hub have 
been rejected amid concerns over 
a lack of parking. 

Almost 200 people had objected 
to plans by the Old Hill Masjid 
and Community Group to change 
the use of the building in Hale¬ 
sowen Road. 

At a planning meeting, a report 
from the borough’s highways 
department highlighted concerns 
that plans did not include suffi¬ 
cient parking at the site. 

The community group had 
wanted to transform the vacant 
building as its current base in 
Highgate Road is no longer big 
enough. But the application 
received 187 written objections 
on grounds which included noise 
and disturbance, insufficient 
parking and lack of consultation 
with the community. 

The council’s head of highways 
has also objected saying the site 
did not make suitable provision 
for off-road car parking. 

The plans were initially recom¬ 
mended for approval before a site 
visit was carried out.

She added that police had worked 
with parents and children to cut 
complaints, and a number of accept¬ 
able behaviour contracts had now 
been signed by culprits. 

A number of different tactics are 
being employed by police around 
Sandwell to reduce complaints about 
youths running amok. 

A dispersal order is in place in the 
Hateley Heath ward of West 
Bromwich until December 31. It 
grants officers powers to move on 
groups of two or more people that 
have congregated on the street. It 
also means police can take any unsu¬ 
pervised youths aged under 16 back 
to their home address after 9pm. 

Similar powers were granted for 
the Princes End estate, Tipton, in 
July. Any residents who experience 
anti-social behaviour are advised to 
call police on 101. 


Commuters 
on their bike 

THE WEST Midlands, once the 
heart of the UK car industry, is 
now the area where cycling to 
work is most popular, according 
to a survey. As many as 69 per 
cent of regular cyclists in the reg¬ 
ion use their bikes to get to their 
workplace, the poll by insurance 
company Cycleguard found. 

In contrast, the East Midlands 
had a comparatively low number 
who chose to cycle to work, while 
the Scots and the Welsh were also 
reluctant to get their bikes out in 
the mornings. 

The survey used responses 
from 500 regular UK cyclists and 
500 adults who had not cycled for 
12 months or more. It showed 
that only 38 per cent of East Mid¬ 
landers cycled to work, while 
only 39 per cent of Welsh workers 
did so, and the figure for Scots 
was as low as 20 per cent.

PLANS to build a £6 million leisure centre in Wednesbury 
have been given the go ahead. 

Members of a planning committee recently approved plans that 
will see the new state-of-the-art centre built at High Bullen on the 
site of the town’s former leisure centre, which is currently being 


torn down by demolition teams. 

The new centre will include a pool 
hall, which will have a 25-metre, six- 
lane swimming pool, and learner 
pool, as well as a changing village. 

The first floor fitness suite will 
also be equipped with 75 fitness sta¬ 
tions and there will also be two dance 
studios each capable of holding up to 
50 people. There will also be a 145- 
space car park. 

Ward Councillor Elaine Costigan 
said: “The news that we can go 
ahead with the build is great for 
Wednesbury. I look at a lot of bor¬ 
oughs in the region and they’re 
closing down leisure centres, but due 
to careful planning we are managing 
to open new ones in Sandwell.” 

Construction 

Work will commence on the 
project once demolition work is com¬ 
plete and the council is satisfied that 
conditions laid out in the planning 
permission have been met. 

The site is due to open in April 
2015 under a fast track construction 
programme and will create 24 jobs, 
half of which will be part-time. 

It is being rebuilt after council 
bosses had to close the old pool in 
2011 after it was found to have ‘con¬ 
crete cancer’ that was beyond eco¬ 
nomic repair. 

Councillor Costigan added: “It’s

Metal thief 


avoids jail 
over breach 


A MAN who is banned from parts of a town 
has avoided immediate jail despite breaching 
his order while stealing metal just nine days 
after it was enforced. 

Unemployed Richard Russell, aged 21, is not allowed 
to enter certain parts of Tipton after he was handed an 
anti-social behaviour order on September 12. 


But Sandwell Magistrat¬ 
es’ Court heard that on Sep¬ 
tember 21 Russell, from 
Beech Crescent in Tipton, 
was caught stealing copper 
wire from MEB GPU Power 
UK on Toll End Road in the 
town - an area that he was 
not supposed to be in. 

Prosecuting solicitor Mr 
Michael Taylor told the 
court that Russell was one of 
three people involved in the 
theft, but that only Russell 
was arrested. 

The court heard that the 
total value of the wiring was 
around £200. 

Russell’s law-yer Mr 
Mandeep Bassi said that one 
of the reasons for the theft 
was that his client was not 
on any benefits.

He added: “Mr Russell is 
pleading guilty to these 
matters at the earliest 
opportunity.” 

Russell was handed the 
Asbo on September 12 after 
the court found he had 
caused harassment, alarm 
or distress to local residents. 

It will last until Septem¬ 
ber 11, 2016. 

After pleading guilty to 
one charge of theft and one 
breach of his Asbo, Russell 
was handed a four month jail 
term for each offence to run 
consecutively, suspended for 
two years, and ordered to 
wear an electronic tag for 
nine months with a curfew 
between 8pm and 5am.

Duo show award-winning prowess 


Greg Russell and Ciaran Algar, 
Newhampton Folk Club, 
Wolverhampton 

IF you are going to make an impression 
with your opening number then one 
way is to knock the socks off your audi¬ 
ence. This is the option award-winning 
duo Greg Russell and Ciaran Algar 
took. 

Right from the off you could see why 
they were this year’s winners of the 
Radio2 Young Folk Musicians award. 

The Clumsy Lover Set was ham¬ 
mered out by Algar on the fiddle and 
Russell on the guitar and straight away 
with Algar it was like watching a young 
Seth Lakeman, the skill, fluency and 


power with which he wields his instru¬ 
ment is astounding. 

Hills of the West gave Russell his 
first chance to show off his singing 
skills. He doesn’t have the strongest of 
voices and his range seems somewhat 
limited but he uses his ability well. 

Maturity 

Russell changed to the bouzouki for 
Roses Three, a traditional storytelling 
song translated from the Swedish. 

He then pulled out one of his own 
creations, a another good storytelling 
song inspired from his history studies, 
in particular the Tudors.

Sharp lyrics 
coupled with

Dick Gaughan, MAC, Birmingham 

IF you don’t like folk music unadorned with 
lyrics shooting from the hip and peppered 
with political comment and barbs, then Dick 
Gaughan is best avoided. 

With his natural Scottish wit and insight¬ 
ful musings on the world around him 
Gaughan, alone on a bare stage with just a 
single guitar, kept his audience enthralled. 

Gaughan does almost as much talking as 
he does playing but his friendly Scots accent, 
informal chatting and almost constant 
strumming as he talks is both engaging and 
thought-provoking. He is a fine, precise 
guitar player and, with his sharp lyrics, 
Gaughan sings with passion. 

During the set there were few political 
figures or movements which didn’t come 
under Gaughan’s scrutiny. Tony Blair, 
George Osborne, Scottish independence, 
Labour and Tories were all fair game. 

Gaughan is never cynical in the sense he 
still believes things can change if people are 
willing to stand up and be counted. He told 
his audience at the Midlands Art Centre 
that he wrote one particular song 25 years 
ago and it’s just as relevant now as it was 




their debut album, was a clever and 
modern offering with a distinctly tradi¬ 
tional sound.

In between working on Strictly 
Come Dancing, and hosting The 
Radio 2 Arts show, Claudia admits 
she he has nothing but praise for Mr 
Leigh. “He’s incredibly kind and 
brilliant. He’s an intellect and he 
relishes great film,” she enthuses. “I 
am basically always looking for 
Sandra Bullock. I’m like: ‘Is she in it?’ 
Danny says: ‘Claud, you’ve got to 
stop speaking.’” Given her fondness 
for one of Hollywood’s most 
powerful actresses, Gravity should 
leave her perched on the edge of 
her seat. 

The tale of two astronauts 
stranded after their shuttle is 
wrecked by debris will leave many 
short of breath. Sandra’s 


powerhouse performance has 
already suggested an Oscar- 
nomination, while director Alfonso 
Cuaron could be up for Best 
Director. 

Do Claudia and Danny discuss 
the films like Gravity before the 
show? “Sometimes. There are some 
films where I have to speak to him 
immediately; I can’t wait. I phone him 
up and say: ‘Did you see...?’ But we 
try and not speak too much about it. 
We try not to argue, but if we do it’s 
good fun to watch.” 

The Film 2013 team wisely keep 
their movies of the year list under 
wraps until December, so with that 
in mind, what’s been Claudia’s 
favourite film of the past 12 months? 
“Lincoln is the one that I have 
re-watched. I thought, ‘Have I gone 
mad?’, because I loved it so much, 
and it only gets better with more 
viewings. I absolutely loved it.” 

Is there a film that’s changed her 
life? “Oh, they’ve all changed my 
life,” she explains. “I’ve got a soft 
spot for ET. For me films are 
emotions and about the first time 
you saw it.” 


Danny admits he also has a 
fondness for Steven Spielberg’s 
moving tale of a stranded alien. 

‘As a child the big ones were things 
like Time Bandits and ET,” he 
explains. “I started falling in love 
with the cinema at that point. 

Maybe when I was a little bit older 
than that I started watching older 
films. 

I remember stumbling across 
Citizen Kane as a kid which was on 
TV at Christmas, and I was very into 
the Marx brothers as well.” 

Back to the present, and one 
of Claudia’s fondest memories 
was seeing the most lucrative film of 
the year. “Iron Man 3, don’t laugh, I 
think it was out at the beginning 
of this year, and I took my son. It 
was the first time me and him 
had gone to see a proper grown-up 
film, and when we left, he held 
my hand and he went, ‘Mummy. 

Can we go and see it again?’ 

So we just went straight back 
and watched the next viewing,” 
she smiles. “How often does your 
son think you’re cool enough to 
do that?”

Get a winner with the new Honda CR-V 


HONDA’S British built CR-V 1.6 
i-DTEC is now in the salerooms. 
Available in three trim levels, prices 
for this new variant start at £22,800 
on the road for the entry level S, 
£24,660 for the SE and £26,880 for 
the 1.6 i-DTEC range topping SR 
trim. 

The new 1.6 i-DTEC diesel engine made its 
debut in the British built Civic earlier this 
year and now it’s making its way into the 
popular CR-V With increasing demand for 
lower cost motoring, the trend for two-wheel 
drive diesel SUVs has grown and now repre¬ 
sents over a quarter of the total C-SUV 
market in Europe.

The new Cherokee is more refined in the cabin with better fuel consumption Tough machines that feel genuinely swift when the gearbox changes down 


By lan Donaldson 


LET’S talk sweeping generalisations: 
Americans like big engines in their cars and 
don’t worry too much about fit and finish. 

We Europeans, on the other hand, like our cars well 
built and economical, especially with fuel prices 
heading for outer space. 

For decades those two sets of differences were 
obvious every time the Americans tried to sell a car 
this side of the Atlantic; a few of us had the money to 
feed their cars’ thirst and some of us didn’t mind a 
build quality the wrong side of a DIY project. 

Well, things are changing. Even an American 
driver worries about the cost of a fill up and exposure 
to the better European machines has developed a 
taste for cars that make an owner proud to be seen in 
one. 

It’s hard to think of a brand more closely linked 
with the States than Jeep, the builder of tough 
machines that will go places a well trained tank 
driver might hesitate over. 

Controlled 

But even Jeep, now controlled by Fiat in Italy, is 
aiming to please European buyers with cars that 
compete with the best on performance and economy 
and don’t look shabby inside, anymore. 

The shining example of this newish way of thinking 
comes in the muscular but gently understated looks 
of the latest Jeep Grand Cherokee, with refreshed 
looks at the front and deeper changes inside and 
under the skin. 

Most important are the Fiat inspired changes to 
the big diesel engine that powers almost every Euro¬ 
bound Grand Cherokee; a vastly powerful petrol V8 
is available but will be bought by almost nobody here. 

It’s now more economical and, bolted to a new eight 
speed automatic transmission, gives this big, heavy 
car a spritely turn of speed and the possibility of 
decent economy with sensible use of the right foot. 

It’s up there with the likes of Land Rover’s Discov¬ 
ery on both performance and consumption and feels 
genuinely swift when the super-smooth gearbox is 
prodded into changing down. 

Even more surprising, with memories of wobbly 
riding Jeeps of old, was an air sprung suspension 
system that coped beautifully with a host of road sur¬ 
faces, only going temporarily to pieces on a stretch 
ribbed by submerged tree roots. 

Banishing 

Inside, the changes are aimed at banishing the 
built down to a price feel of too many American cars. 
It’s a partial success, with smart leather on the seats 
and a new and delightfully legible instrument panel, 
quite the equal of anything from, say, Mercedes. 

Only some oddly open grained wood trim in black 
let the side down, even if a step up from the horrid 
and obviously plastic ‘wood’ we used to see in upmar¬ 
ket American autos. 

Where there’s no denying the Grand Cherokee’s 
strength is in what you get for your money. The range 
starts at £36,995 for the Laredo version, the only one 
with a depowered version of the diesel engine fitted 
across the range. 

You guess it’s there to make the entry price look 
enticing but I suspect more buyers will go for the 
£49,495 Summit that tops the diesel range and comes 
dripping with kit. 

Highlights include a high tech four-wheel drive 
system, Harmon Kardon hi-fi that would fill the 
Royal Albert Hall, electric seats, intelligent cruise 
control that keeps you a safe distance from the car in 
front and a sat nav displayed on a big screen that’s a 
model of clarity. 

It adds up to comfortably the most European 
feeling off-roader from Jeep and is worthy of short¬ 
listing against its obvious rival from Solihull.

It was a 
plucky response from the hosts having con¬ 
troversially seen Elliott dismissed for an 
apparent elbow on Oussama Assaidi.

Blues’ first two spot-kicks and Stoke scored 
all four of theirs to win the tie, Steven 
N’Zonzi netting the winning spot-kick. 


SUAREZ RUNS RIOT 
AS ANELKA FIZZLES 


Liverpool 4 Albion 1 

WHILE few Albion fans believed they 
were getting the livewire Anelka when 
the 34-year-old version agreed to sign 
in the summer, they hoped for match¬ 
winning contributions from one of the 
Premier League’s greatest stars. 


Instead, they currently 
have a figure muddying 
the waters for Steve 
Clarke as he did on Sat¬ 
urday. 

Anelka came the closest 
he has so far to a goal for 
Albion, latching onto a 
clever Youssouf Mulumbu 
ass late in the first half 
efore redirecting the ball 
towards goal, only for 
Martin Skrtel to make a 
scrambling clearance. 

Nevertheless, that near- 
miss could not hide another 
subdued all-round display 
which contributed to a drop 
in standards throughout a 
team who had been playing 
their way into some solid 
form in recent weeks. 

Recall 

Anelka’s recall meant a 
switch for Victor Anichebe 
from his favoured centre- 
forward role to a wide-left 
berth in which he looked like 
a fish out of water. 

By the time a return to the 
centre prompted an 
improved display from the 
former Everton man, his 
side were well behind the 
eight-ball in a fixture they 
had won memorably in each 
of the previous two seasons. 

And a lacklustre perform¬ 
ance from their star summer 
signing left the attacking 
midfield men, who have per¬ 
formed so well since transfer 
deadline day, with a less

effective fulcrum to play 
around. 

With their attacking col¬ 
leagues lacking cohesion, 
Morgan Amalfitano 

restricted and ultimately 
sidelined by a knee problem 
and Claudio Yacob off the 
ace in front of the Baggies 
ack four, Clarke’s defend¬ 
ers endured a torrid after¬ 
noon. 

However, while Albion’s 
below-par performance was 
worthy of constructive criti¬ 
cism, it is debatable whether 
any Premier League side 
could have withstood the 
outstanding efforts of 
Suarez on a day when the 
striker ran riot.
